HE king of Spain is to be mar­ 
ried.

portance of the event does not inhere 
in the young man himself, who seems 
ordinary enough, but in his position 
a n d in what he stands for. 
Nearly 
•everybody g ets married at least once, 
and nothing much Is said about the 
matter, but everybody is not the sym ­ 
bol of a nation. 
Alfonso de Bourbon 
as an Individual is a youth of fair edu­ 
cation, of somewhat sporty proclivities 
and of quite a few very human im ­ 
pulses withal, but Alfonso XIII., king 
Of Spain and with a formidable array 
o f other more or less moribund titles, 
is quite another thing. 
H e is the rep­ 
resentative of some millions of human 
being s, and it Is on their account that 
.we consider him. 
Human brotherhood 
is about the most conspicuous and Im­ 
portant fact in this our age, and It Is 
because of our kindred feeling to the 
people of Spain, good and kindly for 
the moat part, that w e take cognizance 
o f him who is their emblem. 
Person­ 
ally most of us would prefer that the 
king business were ended everywhere, 
but each realm to its own taste. 


Democracy to Conquer Nations. 


Alfonso is the only Bourbon occupy­ 
in g a throne in Europe. 
France got 
rid of that tribe some tim e ago. 
It 
w as not the family, however, against 
which France was rebelling, blit the 
whole monarchist regime. 
She was no 
more happy under Louis Philippe or 
Napoleon the Little than she had been 
under the old dynasty. What she waut- 


men, that kind of blood is worth all it 
I takes to make and replenish it, and of 
this the boy king of Spain seems to 
have his share. 
He keeps the dried 
up mummies about his court in a con­ 
tinual state of collapse because he in­ 
sists on breaking through formalities 
and conventionalities. 
In other words, 
he is alive, and a live man Is a J oy 
anywhere, even on a Bourbon throne. 
Driving his automobile till he makes 
his courtiers gasp in fear of their lives, 
climbing mountains till he wears out 
guides, dancing all night in plebeian 
dance hulls, doing kindly deeds to peas­ 
ants, flouting his ministers if they do 
not please him, flirting with half of 
the princesses of Europe, playing mad­ 
cap pranks, g etting soldiers out at mid­ 
night to parade, showing an easy self 
possession in the face of attempts on 
his life, storming tempestuously when 
attempts are m.ide to restrain him and 
generally enjoying life in spite of royal 
red tape, these are a few of the things 
by means of which this slim young 
king has set Spain and most of the 
rest of Europe agog. 


Imitator of the Kaiser. 
One of the king's fads is to carry a 
camera, 
with 
which 
tie continually 
takes views of scenes and people. For 
another tiling, ho is a good shqt and is 
particularly fond of hunting. 
He is 
democratic and gees about the streets 
of Madrid freely. 
He speaks four lan­ 
guages outside of his own, and his Eng­ 
lish is said to be almost without ac­ 
cent. 
lie has made it a point to be­ 
come versed in j: ditieal economy and 
insists on familiarizing hitilself with all 
questions relating to his government

*©d was a republic, and she got it. 
W hen a people make up their minds 
to have a new deal in government they 
generally manage to have their way. 
It is about time for another revolution 
of the wheel in the direction of re­ 
publicanism, and when it comes there 
w ill be several more thrones go down 
Into the dust heap. 
There are signs of that sort iu Rus­ 
sia even now. 
Liberty does not go 
backward. 
Man is to come to his own 
and is to govern himself in all climes. 
Democracy, not only in politics, but in 
industry, is to conquer the nations. 
The world is to be republican. 
Tradi­ 
tions, forms, Institutions and all else 
that stand In the way of individual 
evolution and social brotherhood must 
g ive way before the onward march of 
man. 
This will be true In Spaiu, let 
us believe, as It will bo everywhere 
else. 
Iu the meantime, however, we 
m ust have Alfonsos, and these Alfon­ 
sos w ill g ive and be given in marriage. 
Let it be said to the credit of the 
present occupant of the Spanish throne 
that he seems to be very much of a hu­ 
man being.

Afterward he told 
President Loubet that this was the 
fourth attempt on his life. 
At another time when the king was 
walking in the Prado a bull broke from 
the herd and scattered consternation 
among the pedestrians and equipages. 
Quickly drawing a revolver, Alfonso 
laid the onim.eq low by two or three 
well directed sh Us. 
This would not 
have been particularly remarkable iu 
anybody else, but as the king did it 
society was a t all n flutter.

should have tob highly honored in be­ 
ing the recipient of tuo Vo /Ut bullets.

day took several snapshots of a pret­ 
ty American girl, who grew highly In­ 
dignant, and rushing to the camera 
threw It on the ground with the ejacu­ 
lation, “ How dare you? ” 
An attend­ 
ant 
interposed 
and 
said, 
“ Madam, 
this is the king of Spain.” 
“ It makes 
no difference who he is,” said the irate 
young lady. 
“ This is the seventh time 
he has photographed me. 
I call that 
insulting, and I want him to know it." 
Then the king got into the game. “ Tell 
her we thought her remarkably pret­ 
ty,” he said to the attendant. 
“ That’s 
our excuse. 
Beg her pardon and say 
that after this the pictures shall not be 
developed.” 
This occurrence uot only 
reveals royal dexterity, but teaches us 
to appreciate the independence of the 
American girl. 


“ We Ought to Be Friends.” 
When young Alfonso visited one of 
the smaller Spanish towns the alcalde 
tried to deliver a laboriously prepared 
speech of welcome, but broke down 
and stammered lamely. The king w ait­ 
ed one or two embarrassed moments, 
when with a merry smile be broke in: 
“ You, Senor Alcalde, are evidently only 
a beginner in your trade of speeehmak- 
ing. but, then, I am only a beginner 
also in my trade of being king. 
We 
ought to be friends.” 
W hile in Paris Alfonso asked the 
president of the chamber of deputies 
If he ever had to be severe in the exer­ 
cise of authority. 
The president said 
that he had only applied the censure 
once or twice. “ And for what reason? ” 
Inquired the king. 
“ For sh a k in g ill 
of the republic,” replied the president. 
“ Oh,” said Alfonso, “ if I applied the 
censure to all who speak ill of me I 
should have nothing else to do.”

man into his motor. Alfonso headed 
off and stopped the mules aud saw the 
man again safely oa his way. 
A poor 
woman on trying to hand the king a 
petition on the street 
was roughly 
handled by a policeman. 
Alfonso rep­ 
rimanded the officer, spoke kindly to 
the woman 
and 
took 
the 
petition. 
When the young monarch hoar« l that 
l>oople were starving In Andalusia he 
g ave up a projected tour to France and 
ordered that the money for the trip be 
used to buy bread for the needy. 
At 
the time the Madrid reservoirs broke 
Alfonso mounted a swift horse and 
rode to the scene of the disaster, help­ 
ed organize the work of rescue, then 
rode back to the palace, where he was 
due to preside over a council of his 
ministers. 
As be seated himself at the 
head of the table the minister of the 
Interior pompously began, “ Sire, it is 
my sad duty to inform you that this 
morning a terrible accident"— 
“ Never 
mind,” said the king. 
“ I was there.” 
It is by sue!) little deeds as these that 
Alfonso XI I I . has endeared himself to 
his people. 
The king is only twenty years of 
age. 
He was born six months after 
the death of his father and thus was 
king from his birth, but until two years 
ago was under the regency of his moth­ 
er, Queen Christina. 
Alfonso is really 
not a Spaniard at all, but is of French 
and Austrian descent. 
lie is rather 
tall, but sliaht of build, quick and ath­ 
letic. 
He rides well and is an adept ut 
many snorts. 
He is dark, with a 
bright eye. large nose, thick under lip 
and slightly receding chin. 
His face 
is amiable and. while slightly willful, 
is not particularly strong. 
But then 
he is young aud 
may 
show more 
strength with age. 
Rulers, like whis­ 
ky, are better when old. 


A Court Beauty. 
The prospective queen of Spain is 
Princess Ena of Battenberg, niece of 
King Edward; also niece of Prince 
Louis, who brought a British fleet over 
here not long since. 
Ena has more 
names—Victoria, J ulia. 
Eug enie aud 
possibly some others. 
One of them 
she got from Queen Victoria, of whom 
she was a favorite grandchild. Another 
is from her godmother, ex-Queen Eu­ 
genie. 
The princess is eighteen and 
seem s 
just 
a 
sweet, 
red 
cheeked, 
healthy English girl, who is nearly six 
feet iu height and weighs almost 200 
pounds. 
She is suid to be a court 
beauty aud is already popular in Spain. 
There are whispers that she w as iu 
love with a British nobleman, but that 
King Edward insisted on her becoming 
tfce w ife of the Spanish king when the 
state of that young man’s heart was 
made manifest. 
It is also related that 
Ena wept on giving up her Protestant 
faith for that of Spain’s king. 
There 
are doubtless heartbreaks even under 
royal purple. 
We have no right to as­ 
sume perhaps that there was such in 
this case, for on the surface all the 
royal wooing has gone as “ merry as a 
marriage bell.” 
There seems something of poetic jus­ 
tice in the fact that a Battenberg 
should become a queen, for when Prin­ 
cess Beatrice married Ilenry of Rat- 
tenberg 
all 
the 
courts 
of 
Europe 
thought the alliance beneath her. 
Hen­ 
ry’s mother, you know, was not royal. 
Now that his child Is to occupy a 
throne, the other royalties do not quite 
approve. 
By the way, Ena will be offi­ 
cially known as Queen Victoria. 
May 
she live up to the name. 
All those w ho enjoy kingly weddings 
should make the most of the present 
event, for it is not Impossible at no 
distant day t” • “ "ogress of the world 
will take ue p- ¡t that stage.

— More than 
COO marines will confront Liberal lead­ 
ers on the isthmus of Panama in case 
they attempt to promote riots and rev­ 
olution at the time of the election ia 
Panama cm J une 20. 
Although the 
canal zone is under the secretary of 
war there Is no indication that the 
war department will have any troops 
near the isthmus at the time of the ap­ 
proaching election and Secretary Taft 
must rely upon the marine corps to 
protect the canal zone. 
Only 200 ma­ 
rinas are on the isthm us at present. 
These are in command of Major C. G. 
Long. 
More than 400 marines are on 
the Columbia, which is on its way to 
Guantanamo and will be within easy 
call in case the polities become stormy 
Ln Panama. 
T h rea ten in g P olitical S itu ation . 
This large detachment of marines Is 
in command of Major Lejeune. 
The 
Marblehead, which 
is 
now 
sailing 
south wal'd down the Mexican coast, 
and Is only 
a 
few 
days 
from the 
Isthmus, carries only a small detach­ 
ment of marines, aud cannot add much 
strength to any land expedition which 
may be necessary to quiet tlie political 
situation which is so threatening. 
The 
zone police force has been streng th­ 
ened m aterially,and Is so well equipped 
that it is in reality a miniature army, 
aud is ready for service at any time. 
T hey K now W hat W e W ill Do. 
Under the leadership of the well- 
trained marines it Is believed the po­ 
lice force will be able to quell auy 
disturbances which may arise. 
Sec­ 
retary Root and Secretary Taft have 
also made it clear that they will take 
q hand in disturbances outside of the 
zone, and if the Liberals begin any 
movement against the present govern­ 
ment of Panama ¡t will be with full 
knowledge iliat the United States ex­ 
perts to intervene in disturbances which 
will delay the canal work or effect it 
iu any wav. 


BUR TO N GETS NO B E L IE F 


S u p rem e Court D ecid es A g ain st th e 
Senator from K ansas. 
W ashington, May 22. — The United 
States supreme court has decided that 
Senator Burton, of Kansas, was prop­ 
erly tried and convicted. Burton’s seu- 
tence was nine months in jail and a 
fine of $ 2 ,oito f -r receiving compensa­ 
tion for services rendered before 
a 
government department, he at that time 
being a senator. 
Burton received the 
news of the court’s decision by tele­ 
phone at his room in the Raleigh ho­ 
tel, where he is stopping. To the news­ 
paper men who called to see him Sen­ 
ator Burton said: 
“ I shall adhere to 
my original policy of saying nothing 
until my case is finally determined.” 
Immediately after promulgating its 
decision the supreme court granted a 
motion to give s'xty days to Senator 
Burton in which to prepare a petition 
for a rehearing. 
The action will have 
the effect of taking the case over until 
the next term of court beginning in 
Octol>er. as the present term will ex­ 
pire next Monday. 
The. senate will be 
compelled to take cognizance of the 
case, and a prominent senator said that 
if Burton does not resign at once a 
resolution will be introduced expell­ 
ing him. 
The decision w as by a divid­ 
ed court. J ustices Brewer, White and 
Peck ham 
dissenting, on the 
ground 
that the United States was not “ leg al­ 
ly” interested in the ease in which Bur­ 
ton appeared before the department. 


R A T E BILL IN C O N FE R E N C E

Parallel to and co nnecting with the 
main waiting ro o m by a wide tho ro ugh­ 
fare and west o f the subsidiary wait­ 
ing ro o ms is the co nco urse, a co vered 
assembling place o ver 100 feet wide, 
extending the entire width o f the sta­ 
tio n and under the adjo ining streets. 
This may be termed the vestibule to 
the tracks, as two sets o f stairs de­ 
scend fro m it to each o f the train plat­ 
fo rms o n the track level. 
1 he co n­ 
co urse and adjacent areas are o pen to 
the tracks, fo rming ft co urtyard 340 
feet wide by 210 feet bro ad, ro o fed by 
a lo fty train shed o f iro n and glass, 
similar in design to the famo us train 
sheds o f the new statio ns in Frank­ 
fo rt and Dresden, Germany, 
in addi­ 
tio n to the entrances to the co nco urse 
fro m the waiting ro o m, there are also 
direct appro aches fro m Thirty-first and 
Thirty-third streets and Eighth avenue. 
The third level, which is at a depth 
belo w the surface o f the street co r­ 
respo nding to the height o f a fo ur sto ry 
building, is the track level. 
When the 
tve^o tracks emerge fro m the tubes un­ 
der the Hudso n and reach the entrance 
to the statio n yards at 'leuth avenue 
they begin to multiply, and at Ninth 
avenue and extending into the statio n 
the to tal number has gro wn to twenty- 
o ne. 
There Is also a reductio n iu the 
number o f tracks leading o ut o f the 
statio n to the east to a to tal o f lo ur 
fo r the main line, two passing under 
Thirty-seco nd and two under Thirty- 
third street, and thence under the East 
river to the Lo ng Island City yards. 
The track surface o f the statio n may 
be co mpared to two unfo lded funs jo in­ 
ed to gether at the o pen ends, the han­ 
dle o f o ne extending under the Hudso n 
and that o f tbe o ther under the East 
river. 
Within the statio n area, co ver­ 
ing twenty-five acre» o f gro und space, 
there are sixteen miles o f tracks. This 
trackage area will affo rd ample facili­ 
ties fo r easy mo vement o f many hun­ 
dred trains a day by electric po wer. 
Thro ugh trains fro m the western side 
o f the Hudso n after discharging pas­ 
sengers will pro ceed at o nce to Lo ng 
Island City, where the train yards and 
terminals \vill be lo cated, thus leaving 
the statio n tracks clear o f any idle 
equipment, and likewise the westbo und 
thro ugh trains made up at the Lo ng 
Island City terminal will pass thro ugh 
the statio n, sto pping o nly to take up 
their quo ta o f passenger» .

SALT METHODS. 


fax t h e N a rk h e * o f th e K e n fio a n d a t 
rtah*N G r e a t L a k e . 
One of the sights of the G reat Salt 
la ke of Utah, Ueveloi» ed by the 
prog­ 
ress cf scientific indu stry, Is the sys­ 
tem of immense salt mak ing pou ds on 
the shore of the lak e. At Saltalr the 
ta ke w ater is pu mped into a great set­ 
tling basin, where the impu rities fall 
to the bottom and. containing mu ch 
lrou, 
form a reddish deposit. 
From 
this basin the w ater is draw n off into 
“harvesting ponds” averaging 90,000 
squa re yards in Hrpa and six inches in 
depth. 
The ponds are k ept su pplied 
with water, as the evaporation goes on 
from May to September, when the salt 
ha rvest begins. The w ater having dis­ 
appeared, a dazzling layer of salt two 
or three inches thick is fou nd covering 
the bottom of the ponds, which is bro­ 
ken up with plows before being con­ 
veyed to the mills, where the final 
cru shing and winnowing are done. 
In general the salt marshes of the 
Kongf> region represent 
a k ind of pock ­ 
e t or rift In the soil. They are to lie 
found in considerable nu m bers In the 
district of Sambalt, and there are also 
ma ny of these m arshes on the left 
ba nk of the river Lu fu bu . The walls 
of the rift show first a tayer of black ­ 
ish cla y mixed with sand and contain­ 
ing nu m erou s qu artz and silex peb­ 
bles or more exceptionally black and 
white shells, fragm ents of oyster and 
m ussel. Then comes a layer of strati­ 
fied and gray blu e schist. The soil of 
the depression also contains schist as 
the greater constitu ent and is covered 
by a tayer of sandy clay. In order to 
collect the salt the natives dig a fu n­ 
nel shaped hole from six to ten feet 
ihs'p. 
The cavity soon fills u p with a 
wa rm and 
clear 
water, 
which 
is 
strongly charged with salt. 
It comes 
tip with considerable pressu re, and the 
liquid seems to boll. The salt Is partly 
precipitated at the bottom of the cav­ 
ity and mixes with the soil to form a 
bla ckish mu d. 
The latter Is washed 
out with hot w ater to extract the salt, 
which Is then crystallized from the so­ 
lution. 
The produ ct which is thu s ob­ 
ta ined is of a salty gray color, and its 
taste is more alk aline than that of E u ­ 
ropea n salt. 


“ TEM SE” AND “ THAMES/* 


O r i gi n of f l ic S a yi n g A b on t S e t t i n g 
t h e H i r e r on F i r e , 
Sometimes when a person w ants to 
mak e an u npleasant remark in a pleas­ 
ant sort of way abou t a (lu ll boy be 
will say, “T hat boy will never set the 
river on fire.” 
Now, that is all very 
tru e, for even the sm artest man in the 
world cou ld never set a stream of w a­ 
ter on’ fire, and so perhaps many of 
you who have heard this expression 
have wondered w hat is meant hy set­ 
ting the river on fire. 
In England many, m any years ago, 
before the millers had machinery for 
sifting flou r, each family was obliged 
to sift its own flou r. 
For doing this 
it w as necessary to u se a sieve, called 
a temse, which w as so fixed that it 
cou ld be tu rned rou nd and rou nd In 
the top of a barrel. 
If it was tu rned 
too fast the friction wou ld sometimes 
cau se it to catch fire, and as it was 
only the smart, hardwork ing hoys who 
cou ld mak e it go so fast the people 
got into the w ay of pointing ou t a lazy 
boy by saying that he wou ld never set 
the temse on fire. 
After awhile these 
sieves went ou t of u se, bu t as there 
1 were still plenty of stu pid boys in the 
world people k ept on saying that they 
! wou ld never set the temse on fire. 
| 
Now, the nam e of the river Thames 
is pronou nced exactly lik e the word 
temse. and so after m any years those 
; persons who had never seen or heard 
of the old fashioned sieve thou ght that 
1 “setting the temse on fire” meant set­ 
ting tile river Tham es on fire. 
I b is 
expression became very popu lar and 
traveled far and wide u ntil the people 
living near other stream s did not see 
why it was any hard er for a slothfu l 
boy to set the Tham es on fire than any 
other river, and so the name of the 
river was dropped, and everybody after 
that simply said “the river,” meaning 
the river of his particu lar city or town, 
and that is how it is that people today 
talk of setting the river on fire.

ga l, a deal case with fou r flitches of 
tta con for Mr. Pennington of Rotter­ 
da m .’ 
“This form of abu se died when the 
postoflice stable u nderw ent a pu rifica­ 
tion. bu t it speedily gave place to an­ 
other variety. Members signed pack ets 
Of letters wholesale, gave them aw ay 
to 
their friends and sometimes paid 
their servants’ wages in frank ed en­ 
velopes. 
In fact, they became a valu a­ 
ble form of cu rrency, su bject to the art 
of the forger, who did a roaring trade. 
In 171b £ 24,000 worth of free corre­ 
spondence passed throu gh the postof- 
flce.
